One of the most interesting and surprising events in
the history of legislation was the resolution which repealed
the gold standard and provided that all existing coins and
currency of the United States, including federal regerve
notes and also the notes of federal reserve banks, shall be
‘,lvgul tender for all debts public and private, public charges,
This bill, also approved by the
Senate, is the most far-reaching currency legislation ever

to be resigned to an indefinite de-
parture from the gold standard.

The bank panic on the fourth
day of March, the day of Presi-
dent Roosevelt's inauguration, had
much to do with the change of
public opinion. Although our gold
supply is probably as large or
larger than it has ever been be-

fore in the history of our country,
vet when considered in relation-
ship with the bank deposits in the
country and the outstanding in-
debtedness, public and private, it
is evident that the supply of gold,
as large as it is, is wholly inade-
quate to meet the emergency re-
quirements of the situation. When
it is estimated that the total in-"
debtedness of the nation, public
and private, is more than two
hundred Dbillion dollars that is
ample evidence that the supply of
gold is insufficient. In order to
prevent a raid on the United
States treasury and the complete
wiping out of the gold reserve, a
law was passed early in this Con-
gress which practically withdrew
all the gold® and the gold certifi-
cates from circulation. In addi-
tion to this it was made a viola-
tion of law for any person to
hoard maore than one  hundred
dollars in gold.

Republicans and a few conserva-
tive Democrats, made a desperate
fight against the repeal of the
gold standard. Although  their
speeches were eloquent, their ef-
forts were in vain. Two hundred
and eighty-three responded for the
bill in the House. Only 67 were
recorded against it. 8ix of these
were Democrats. This vote dis-
closed that even the Republicans
were divided on this measure. The

One of the subjects that arouses
considerable ' partisan debate is
eivil service. The Republican lead-
ers defend the civil service and
the Democrats attack it. A big
majority of the governmeft em-
ployees have been under ‘civil
service since the Wilson adminis-
tration, as President Wilson was
a great friend of civil service.
Under 12 years of Republican ad-
ministration these places have
been largely refilled by Republi-
cans because of death or resigna:
tion or removal. Before President
Hoover left the White House he
placed thousands of other em-
ployees under civil service,

The Democrats, of course, are
anxious to shake the plum tree
and give these jobs to their de-
serving friends. The result has
been that this: question bobs up
in debate quite frequently. One
day when the Democrats intro-
duced a resolution in the House
demanding an investigation of the
civil service commission in Wash-
ington, in_order to defeat the reso-
lution the Republicans raised the
question of no quorum. As the
Speaker began to count the mem-
bers a number of Republicans
hurriedly left the room. This
aroused the ire of Democratic lead-
ers anda number of them jumped up
and demanded that the doors be
closed so that no more Republicans
might escape. For a few moments
it was a stormy- scene, but no-
body got hurt, a quorum was
counted and the resolution passed
and an. investigation will be held
by the civil service committee of
the House after the adjournment
of Congress.

It seems that the civil service
law, adopted 50 years ago, pro-
vided that the civil service ap-
pointees in Washington should be
apportioned among the various
states. But the civil service com-
mission has not followed this rule.
The states nearest have had all
the best of the appointments made
in Washington. Virginia has ap-
proximately three and one-half
times ‘as. many appointments as
had been allotted to that state.
Maryland has five times as many
appointments as the
provides. Towa and Vermont are
among the favored states, but
they have not been favored to the
extent of Maryland and Virginia.

The state of California is en-
titled to 1644 appointments and
has received but 842, which dis-
eloses that California has 1202 less
than the number for which the
law. provides.

Under the independent offices
appropriation bill the House
adopted -an amendment - providing
that the provisions of the ~eivil
gervice act be carried out and each
state assigned its quota, This
amendment was mutilated in the
senate through the influence of the
senators who represent the states
that have mostly profited by the
elvil service commission’s conduct

in ignoring this provision of the
law. The conferees on the dif-
ferences between the House and

the Senate have been having a hot
battle over this apportionment. If
the House wins, California will be
entitled to about 1200 additional
elvil service appointments in
‘Washington.

The Washington newspapers are
making a hard fight to save the
bacon of the favored ones. But
if the House provision is m9|n
tained in the bill, there probably
will be a big rush for civil service

I am glad,
however, to report that but a few
of the members comport them-
selves so discourteously and that
a big majority not only endeavor
to observe the rules of the House
but also the courtesies that should
exist in such a body.
